COMMENTS OF THE NEWSPAPERS. 


[From New York Papers of Thursday. | 
The Battle in Eighth Avenue. 
When the Orangemen made their appear- 
ance they were greeted with a storm of hisses 
and yells that pretty clearly indicated what 
kind of material the larger portion of the crowd 
was made up of. Then followed loud cries at 
the soldiers, and even some of the women went 
eo far as to spitat them as they drew up into 
line and took their respective positions. The 
detectives, who were as thick as bees in the 
crowd, pounced upon the more disorderly 
men whenever they were able to gct near 
cnough to them, and, despite thetr straegles 
and their cries for help, ragged them of to 
the nearest staiion-house. Just before the 
word march was given Captain Irving, ac- 
companied by sevetal of his men, quietly went 
throveh the crowd, fecling, as they weut 
along, the hind pockotsof the most suspicions 
looking characters they came across, to Aséey. 
tain if they carried Zrearms. By this 
INGENIOUS PIECE OF STATEGY 
a large number of fellows were nabbed with 
navy revolvers and bowie-knives concealed un- 
der their clothing. Strange to say, the detec- 
tives were not interfered with in their opera- 
tions, probably owing to the fact that every 
one of them, the minnte he inid lls hands up- 
on a suspicious charactcr, drew his revolver 
and bade everybody to stand aside.

It appears that Har 
din Simmons, a negro laborer in a factory on 
First, bet ween Main and the river, had dwelt 
with Mollie Curl, the aforesaid buxom damsel, 
fora period of two years past, without a proper 
regard for the seventh commandment or the laws 
of the land enforeing that article of the deca- 
logue. Mollie wanted @ throw the mantie of le- 
gality around the connection and Herdin didn't, 
and, as the event proves, Mollie came out first- 
best. 

in company with the officer, Mollie hied her- 
self to town yesterday morning and after a dili- 
gent search of several hours captured Hardin, 
informed him of her intention, carried him to
